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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-51 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-32, drawn to abrasive pad for delivering skin treatment, classified 
in class 424, and subclasses 449, 443, 402. 

II. Claims 33-51 , drawn to solution for treating animal and marine sting, 
classified in class 424, subclass 78.05, 78.06, and 78.06. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different designs and are disclosed as capable to use 
separately and have different modes of operation because Group I requires abrasive 
pad for mechanically abrading the stratum corneum from the patient's skin, which is not 
required for operation of Group II. 
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3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Should applicants elect Group I, the following species election is required: 

5. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: pad: 

a) multilayered pad as claimed in claim 2, 

b) pad comprises absorbent material claimed in claim 3, 

c) pad comprises burstable receptacle claimed in claim 4, 

d) pad comprises 3 layers as claimed in claim 5, or 

e) pad includes a mitt adapted to be worn over hand of the user. 

The species are independent or distinct because each pad has a structure 
distinct from the other. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, the pad of claim 1 is generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicants elect Group I, the following species election is required: 

6. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: abrasive surface: 

a) matted non-woven fibers, 

b) loop fabric, or 

c) sponge-like. 

The species are independent or distinct because non-woven matted fibers are 
distinct from loop fabric and both are distinct from sponge. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, abrasive surface of claim 1 is generic. 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a).

The species are independent or distinct because each solution has different 
compositions, and searching all the compositions will be burden on the examiner. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even 
though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is advised that a reply to this 
requirement must include an identification of the species that is elected consonant with 
this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP§ 809.02(a).
